“THE PENANG-RIOTS. 
Tue’ Report of the Conuniasioners “ap 
pointed to inquire into the Penang ‘Riots 
of 1867, copies of which have been for- 
warded to us, as’ briefly noticed in’ our 
issue of the 6th instant, hag an especial 
degree of interest for readers’ in China, 
owing to’ the. fact ‘that the violent out. 
breaks which led to inquiry by a apecial 
commission were wholly due to the 
peduliar’ tendencies displayed by Chinese 
when settling in foreign countries toward 
secret combination for political purposes 
—u tendency which is, indeed, equally 
‘prevalent among them -in their nativa 
land, bué which. their own rulera; aware 
of .its perils, shew’ jealous‘anxiety to 
repiess ‘and counteract. - Once ‘trang | 
planted, however, into the midst of an. 
alien’ community, the Chinese enjoy free 
scope for the indulgence of their peculiay 
bent, Possessing in the “intricacies of 
their language « safeguard against public 
inquisitiveness, ‘and enjoying ‘under the” 


society upon which they. are impdsed an 
unlimited opportunity of doing ill, the 
Qhinese naturally give full play to their 
liking for secret’ associations ; and the 
ounning leaders of the .powerful bodies 
that are thus constituted succted in 
virtually establishing a system of “exter. 
ritoriality” such “as Europeans have 
conquered for themselves in the midst of 
the’ Chinese empire, Independence of" 
the detested. foreigners and their laws, 
and liberty to do whatever seems right 


real watchwords of the varioug “ Hosys” 
and ““ Leagues” of. which we read from 
time to time in connection with disturb- 
ances at Singapore or Penang, in Java 
or Borneo.
